"Northwestern:  The  Oldest  State 
College  with  the  Newest  Ideas"  is 
the  theme  of  the  annual  North- 
western State  College.  H  o  m  e  - 
coining  which  has  been  set  for 
Saturday.  November    I. 

Committees  are  working  under 
the  direction  of  Alumni  Secretar) 
Joe  W.  Webb,  and  a  full-day  of 
smooth-running  activities  awaits 
former  students  who  return  to  the 
campus  for  the  annual  event. 
Graduates  being  honored  this  yeai 
are  those  from  the  classes  of  1891 . 
1901,  1911,  1921,  1931,  1941, 
1951,  and  the  spring  and  summer 
graduates  of  1961 . 

In  support  of  the  1961  theme 
Webb  pointed  to  the  academic 
achievements  of  Northwestern, 
which  has  grown  from  two-year 
teacher  training  program  into  the 
multi-function  institution  it  is  to- 
day. 

Northwestern  can  boast  of  many 
'"firsts'"  and  quite  a  few  "onlys." 
NSC  was  the  first  of  the  State  Col- 
leges to  offer  graduate  degrees, 
having  received  approval  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Graduate 
School  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education   and   the   State  Legisla- 


ture in  1954  and  enrolling  the 
first  graduate  students  in  the 
spring  semestei   of  1955. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Grad 
uate  School.  NSC  wa~  the  firsl  to 
initiate  a  program  of  counselor- 
education.  Through  the  fat  ilities 
of  the  Counseling  Centei  in  Wai 
ren  Easton  Hall,  guidance  services 
are  rendered  to  the  public  schools 
in  the  area.  This  service,  conduct- 
ed joint!)  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  North 
western.  i>  still  the  onl)  college  in 
the  State  providing  this  service. 

Northwestern  became  the  ln-i 
white  college  in  the  State  to  offi-i 
nursing,  with  the  opening  of  the 
Department  of  Nursing  in  1949, 
which  was  established  .it  the  re- 
quest of  health  leaders  in  Shreve- 
port. This  department  grew  at  a 
rapid  pace  and  became  the  NSC 
School  of  Nursing  in  L953.  The 
School  became  the  first  four-year 
white  collegiate  school  in  Louisi- 
ana and  was  the  first  of  programs 
to  be  accorded  national  recogni- 
tion by  being  full)  accredited  by 
the  National  League  for  Nursing. 
It  is  the  only  collegiate  school  of 
nursing  in  the  State  accredited  1>\

Homecoming  Win 
Needed  To  Keep 
Demons  In  Race 

McNeese  State's  Cowboys  pro- 
vide the  opposition  at  the  annual 
Homecoming  this  year  in  a  game 
which  should  have  an  important 
bearing  on  the  1961  ranking  of  the 
Northwestern  State  College  De- 
mons in  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence. 

Coach  Jack  Clayton  instituted 
this  season  a  three-team  system, 
the  Whites,  Purples  and  Blues, 
and  was  quite  successful  as  is  evi- 
dent from  early  season  victories! 
At  this  writing  the  Demons  have 
won  handily  over  five  opponents, 
Stephen  F.  Austin,  Mexico  1'oly, 
Louisiana  College,  Northeast,  and 
the  University  of  Corpus  Christi. 

Members  of  the  White  unit  are  | 
utilized  on  offense  and  defense, 
the  Purples  primarily  on  offense, 
and  the  Blues  are  a  defensive  unit. 
Clayton  believes  that  this  system 
has  helped  to  develop  freshmen 
and  sophomore  players  and  pro- 
vides an  additional  bit  of  intra- 
squad  competition.  Each  player 
seemed  to  approve  his  belonging 
to  a  unit  and  there  is  friendly 
rivalry  among  the  three  teams. 

Although  halfbacks  Kenn  y 
Thompson  and  Glenn  Talbert  were 
leading  rushers  in  early  season, 
there  were  many  other  ball  car- 
riers demonstrating  fine  ability. 
Playing  an  average  of  38  men  each 
game,  it  is  difficult  to  pick  out  in- 
dividual stars. 

Clayton's  team  this  season  was 
strong  at  all  positions  except 
guard,  where  losses  from  last  sea- 
son and  injuries  have  posed  a 
problem.  However,  his  guards 
have  played  top  football  and  have 
offset  losses  of  personnel.  This  is 
true  of  the  center  position  also, 
which  was  weakened  by  the  los-  ol 
Jerry  Wren,  who  broke  an  arin 
after  three  minutes  of  play  in  the 
first  game. 

Clayton  and  his  assistants  art 
proud  of  the  performance  of  the 
Demon  squad  to  date  and  the  lint 
spirit  they've  displayed.  Team  ef 
fort  has  been  more  than  a  slogai 
for  the  1961  team  and  is  reflectet 
in  the  weekly  statistics.  In  thi 
first  four  games  they  had  estab 
lished  an  improved  record  ove 
1960  when  injuries  handicappe* 
several  outstanding  ball  carrier 
and  resulted  in  close  defeats  to  j 
topnotch  squad.

the  NLA  for  preparing  graduates 
as  public  health  nurses  and  ranks 
among  the  top  forty  schools  in 
size  in  the  entire  country. 

The  Department  of  Industrial 
Education  became  the  first  in  the 
State  to  offer  a  degree  program. 
This  department  was  also  the  first 
to  establish  a  graphic  arts  pro- 
gram and  the  first  to  offer  a 
specialty  in  manual  arts  therapy, 
through  cooperation  with  Veter- 
ans   hospitals. 

The  Department  of  Bacteriology 
was  the  first  in  the  State  to  re- 
ceive  radio-active  isotopes  for  re- 
search purposes,  having  only  re- 
cently completed  its  storage  vault. 
This  Department,  through  its  co- 
operation  with  the  Northwest 
Louisiana  Diagnostic  Laboratory, 
located  in  Natchitoches,  and  the 
Louisiana  Livestock  Sanitation 
Commission  has  made  valuable 
contributions  in  the  field  of  bru- 
cellosis research.  This  research 
program  received  national  recog- 
nition with  the  reading  of  its  find- 
ings at  the  annual  convention  of 
the  Society  of  American  Bacteri- 
ologists in  Philadelphia  in  May 
of  1960. 

In  the  fall  of  1959,  with  the 
authorization  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  Northwestern 
initiated  an  experimental  pro- 
gram for  academically  superior 
high  school  seniors.  To  date.  31 
Natchitoches  High  School  seniors 
have  participated  in  this  program 
and  have  successfully  completed 
college      courses     ranging     from
